Tho o peratio n requ ires carefu l w atch­ 
ing, lest tho ento mo lo gical dissecto rs 
sho u ld no t be co ntent with simply de­ 
v o u ring the flesh, bu t sho u ld attack the 
cartilage that ho lds the bo nes to gether 
At precisely the right mo ment the pro 
fesso r remo v es the specimen fro m the 
neighbo rho o d o f tho anthills and ap 
plies a preserv ativ e and hardening chem­ 
ical to the cartilage.

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I N M E M O R I A L . 


For 28 years tho hoofe at 28 Bond 
street—a specimen of a line New York 
residence of 50 years ago and long the 
only private house remaining on what 
is now a business thoroughfare— has re­ 
mained closed, except that a caretaker 
occupies the basement. 
Above this the 
blinds are tightly shut, and a pull at 
the front doorbell awakens no response. 
The house hasa deserted, decaying look, 
and even the large doorplate has grown 
so tarnished that one reads with difficul­ 
ty the name, “ II. Ward.” 
Henry Ward died many years ago, 
and his son, Henry Hall Ward, then be­ 
came owner of the house. It is since his 
death that the upper portion of it has 
remained closed and, so far as the pub­ 
lic knows, unfrequented by any human 
being. 
Yet around this decaying resi­ 
dence there clusters one of the most 
charming romances, one of the most 
touching real love stories.

There she has remained ever since, sur­ 
viving all who were occupants of the 
house at the time when she arrived for 
a fortnight’s visit, which has now last­ 
ed twoscore years. 
The aunt whom slit? 
came to visit was Mrs. William (J. 
Ward, a relativ e of Henry Hall Ward. 
The romance of their lives dates further 
back than this, for Miss Partridge lived 
with Henry Hall Ward and his mother 
until the hitter’s death. 
The romance of the old Bond street 
house dates from the death of the man 
she loved and who loved her; whom she 
was accustomed to walk half way down 
town to meet every day on his way 
home from business, and from whom, 
on his death, she inherited a life inter­ 
est in practically all his large estate, 
but whom, for reasons which all who 
have known of her romance have puz­ 
zled over, she never married. Some say 
the family opposed the marriage on ac­ 
count of their close relationship, for 
they were cousins. 
Be that as it may, 
Henry Hall Ward and Eliza Ann Par­ 
tridge furnished New York society with 
a romance for many years, and even 
now those who have been in society 
long enough to remember the circum­ 
stances love to dwell upon it and to 
point to it as a tender shoot springing 
up in a society in which much is thought 
to be calculating, frivolous and vain. 
When Henry Hall Ward died at Sara­ 
toga, in 18 7 2, the executors to whom 
the buik of his estate was left in trust 
for Miss Partridge wondered what dis­ 
position she would make of the old 
Bond street house Business was already 
beginning to spring up in its vicinity. 
It was a valuable piece of real estate, 
and capable, if improved, of yielding a 
large income. But Miss Partridge acted 
promptly and in a way which more than 
anything else she could have done 
showed how tenderly she held her lov­ 
er’s memory. There were two servants 
in the house—Mr. Ward’s valet and the 
latter’s wife. 
To them siie gave strict 
orders that in the floors above the base­ 
ment not a thing was to be touched. 
Everything, even to the books and pa­ 
pers, was to remain exactly as Mr. 
Ward had left them when he went to 
Saratoga to die. 
The two people who 
had so faithfully served her lover dur­ 
ing his life w’ero to remain in care of 
the house. 
Fu rther than this, howev er, Miss 
Partridge showed an interest in the 
home of her lov er which serv ed to keep 
the romance of her life fresh in the 
minds of all who knew her 
Ev ery day 
she walked down from her residence in 
Thirty -sev enth street to the old Bond 
fctreet lnju .se and went throu gh it, satis­ 
fy ing herself that ex cept for the mel­ 
lowness of added ago ev ery thing re­ 
mained ex actly the same as her lov er 
hu d left it. 
Day after day tho lonely ! 
figu re was seen entering the hou se, and 
day after day she came forth as if from I 
the tomb of her hopes. Only one changt 
place in the interior aspect, and j 
change was du e to her dev otion t< j 
ov er’s memory . 
To appreciate it j 
mu st know something abou t the 
y and one of it« inmate’s hobbies. 
This hou se is an old fashioned brick 
stru ctu re, with abasement, three stories 
and an attic with dormer windows, 
The iron posterns at the front stepn are 
u nu su ally ornate, and the front door, j 
witli its old colonial colu mns, su pport­ 
ing a qu aint lu nette, is a joy to the stu -1 
dent of old time architectu re. 
The in­ 
terior arrangements of the hou se depart 
from the u su al New York sty le of resi­ 
dence in that the stairs are placed far j 
back, with a landing and a tu rn half 
way u p, from which a window look* 
ou t on the back y ard. 
This giv es u n­ 
u su al spaciou sness to the hall. The fu r­ 
nitu re of the parlor and the dining room 
back of it was of mahogany , not, of the 
heav y , cu mbersome kind, bu t lighter in 
sty le and more ornate. 
A conspicu ou s 
featu re in the parlor was a su perb leop­ 
ard skin, which Jay in front of the fire­ 
place and mantel, and a little aside 
from either end of the dining room ta­ 
ble were two stands, on which perched 
parrots, one of which had belonged to 
Jerome Bonaparte. 
Henry Hall Ward had been v ery fond 
of birds 
The fence of the backy ard was 
u nu su ally high, was cov ered with v ines 
and lined with dov ecote. The parrots 
and dov es were great pets of Mr. 
Ward’s. After his death Mis» Partridge 
hu d them most carefu lly tended. 
As 
one by one they died she hmd them [of heat, therefore it will not bu rn. 


fluffed and placed in a front hall room 
on the second floor. 
This is the only 
particular in which the interior aspect 
of the house was changed from the ex­ 
act condition in which Mr. Ward, or 
“ Mr Harry,” i„ s Mi*s Partridge would 
call him in speaking of him to his old 
servants, left it 
For many years she continued her soli­ 
tary visit« and wandered through the 
house which had so many tender mem 
ones for her—for 
sh e herself had lived 
there until the death of her lover's 
mother, but with the lapse of years, 
doubtless owing to the fact that not a 
ray of sun could find its way through 
the tightly closed shutters, the house be­ 
came musty, and the books, tin» papers, 
the stuffed birds and the many pictures 
and objects of 
taste began to show 
signs of decay. 
Then Miss Partridge took a step which 
must have given her heart a great 
wrench. 
Except for the caretaker’s 
quarters, she had the entire interior of 
the house stripped and everything taken 
to her residence, and from that time her 
visits to the house have ceased, but even 
when the house was being stripped the 
shutters were not opened, and it is a 
fact that for 28 years they have re­ 
mained tightly closed. 
Henry Hall Ward, to whom Miss 
Partridge has remained so faithful for 
so many years, was one of the leaders of 
the New York society of his day and in 
which the Ward family is still repie- 
sented bv his cousins—General William 
G. Ward, who was an officer in the 
I'nitcd States volunteer service during 
the civil war, and 
Mr. Charles H. 
Ward; Mr Francis E. Waid, the lat­ 
ter’s son, is secretary of the Seabiight 
Golf club, and another 
son, Henry 
Ward, is with Troop A in Porto Rico. 
Henry Hall Ward was president of 
the New York club in its early days, 
when it had delightful quarters in the 
old Haight house, at Fifth avenue and 
Fifteenth street 
He was also a promi­ 
nent member of tin» Union club and of 
the Society of the Cincinnati, of which 
he was also treasurer. The Ward family 
o\v s its membership in this society to 
Colonel Samuel W aid, an officer <>f the 
Revolutionary army, who was Henry 
Hall Ward's grandfather 
The portrait 
of another ancestor. Governor Richard 
Waid of Rhode Island, is now the prop 
erty of Mr Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
Henry Hall Ward’s father was a 
brother of Samuel Ward, whose son, 
Samuel, was the Sam Ward, famous a^ 
a wit, scholar and bon vivant. 
Other 
cousins of Henry Hall Ward were Mrs 
J ulia Ward Howe and Mrs. Crawford, 
the wife of the sculptor and the mother 
of F. Marion Crawford. It, seems a won­ 
der that the novelist should no 
ive 
woven this romance, which ho 
nd 
ready to hand in his own family, 
a 
novel 
Henry Hall Wards’ social position 
may be judged from the fact that among 
the pallbearers at his funeral in (» race 
church were J ohn J acob Astor, Walter 
L. Cutting, J ohnston Livingston and 
J anies Francis Buggies. 
Eliza Ann Partridge's relationship to 
Henry Hall Ward arose from the fact 
that their mothers were sisters. 
They 
were members of the Hall family of 
Pomfret, Conn. 
J . Prescott Hall, her 
uncle, was William M. Evart’s first law 
partner. 
Those who knew Miss Par­ 
tridge as a girl, so many years ago, de 
scribe her as charming. 
She was of 
medium height, had brown eyes and an 
abundance of strikingly dark hair. She 
is said, even now, at the ago of 8 4, to 
preserve much of her youthful beauty. 
When Henry Hull Ward died, one cf 
his friends penned these lines in his 
memory:
